I  havu  the  honour  to  present  to  you  mv  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Ware ham  for  the  year  1946. 

ihe  Rogistrar-Gonoral *s  estimate  of  the  resident  mid-yoar  population 
of  the  Borough  shows  an  increase  of  110  on  the  1945  figuro. 

The-  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  is  lower  than  that  for  the  Country  as 
a  whole,  whilst  the  death  rate  is  higher.  It  must  be  remembered  however 
that  the  figures  are  crude  rates  and  not  strictly  comparable. 

The  health  of  the  Borough,  has  boon  satisfactory  during  the  yo^.r  and 
there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  ini'  otious  disoaso,  llo  cases  of  scarl 
fovor  or  diphtheria  and  only  four  oases  of  whooping  cough  and  five  oasos  of 
noaslos  woro  notified. 

One  now  ease  of  pulmon  ry  tuberculosis  and  four  new  cases  of  non- 
pulnonary  tuborculosis  were  notified.  There  .ere  no  deaf  s  from  tuborculos 
during  1946,

that  for  the  previous  year.  Thorc  were  only  two  cases  of  so. -bios. 

The  ste.-d1.-  increase  of  the  past  years  in  tho  percentage  of  the  child 
population  immunised  against  diphtheria  has  not  been  maintained.  Tho 
poro outage  immunise'-1  in  the  ago  group  under  n  years  of  ago  shows  a  slight 
decline.  It  is  hoped  that  tho  set  back  is  temporary  and  that  the  porcontag 
of  the  child  population  immunised'  will  again  rise  during  1947. 

brief  description  of  tho  Council's  sew. .go  works',  and  the  treatment 
of  the  sewage  is  given  in  the  body  of  this  report.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that  the  sewage  disposal  plant  Is  not  capable  of  adequately 
dealing  with,  the  present  Volume  of  sewage.  With  an  increasing  number  of 
houses  being  connect  d  with  the  Council's  s..wc;rago  s  vs  tom  and.  an  increasing  ! 
use  of  wator,  c  nditions  at  the  soworago  works  .re  likely  to  deteriorate. 

I .strongly  advise  the  Council  to  obtain  a  rcr  >rt  from  their  consulting 
engineers  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  present  disposal  plant  with  their 
re  cor  mend  at  ions  for  obtaining  s  .t  is  factory  tre:  tnont  and  disposal  of  tho 
,  s  owe.  go . 

Tho  Council  has  made  an  excellent  start  *.r  its  nest -war  housing 


programme  which  when  conplote-1  will  go  a  long  way  to  r>  Having  the  shortage 


of  houses.  It  is -well  to  remember  that  apart  from  the  shortage  of  houses 
there  are  a  number  of  houses  which  will  require  extensive  ..Iteration,  when 
conditions  permit,  to  bring  them  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  fitness,  by 
providing  as  a  minimum  all  the.,  conveniences  provided  in  a  good  Council  House. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thunks  to  tho  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
kindness  and  consideration  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  offieient 
manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out  his  duties  during  tho  year.
